HELP FOR GREECE 
It is a highly picturesque proposal that Henry Morgenthau 
has made to the Greek Government. 
The former chairman of 
the Democratic Finance Committee says that he can raise $15,- 
000,000 for Greek refugees within a 
year by 
exhibiting 
the 
famous Praxiteles statue of Hermes for an admission fee of a 
dollar. The authorities at first almost shed tears at the thought 
of sending the classic statue on such an errand, and then agreed 
to let it go. 
The idea of making an old Greek god go to work for modern 
Greeks to lift them out of a slough of despond in statecraft and I 
finance is novel and startling. 
Hermes, as messenger of 
the; 
gods, was a far-traveler. 
Yet there is no record of a previous 
visit to the United States. 
This statue, discovered at Olympia 
in 1877, is the most beautiful extant representation of him, and 
it is the one work which assuredly came from 
the 
hand 
of 
Praxiteles. 
But there is one serious objection which is likely to 
be raised to this Olympian Ambassador. 
It is the baggage he, 
brings. 
On one arm sits the figure of his baby brother, Diony­ 
sos, better known by his Roman name of Bacchus. 
Praxiteles 
had evidently represented Hermes as amusing the 
infant 
by 
dangling a bunch of grapes before his 
nose. 
Some 
will 
ask 
whether to exhibit the statute will not be an incentive to defi­ 
ance of the Volstead act. 
If Mr. Morgenthau can satisfy the conscientious qualms of 
his countrymen in this connection, no doubt 
the 
progress 
of 
Hermes from one art center to another will be lucrative. Other­ 
wise, he will have to depend on more conservative financial pro­ 
cesses, such as the loans which he is negotiating from banks, 
to care for the refugees and to stabilize Greek finances. 
How­ 
ever, the humorous aspects of the proposed quest of 
Hermes 
will not obscure the fact that Mr. Morgenthau is an international 
philanthropist of the first magnitude who deserves the gratitude 
of the host of the stricken folk that he has aided during the war 
and since.
